ferred on the National rd of Health.

THE BILL 
AS IT GOES FROM THE HOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to. The Chicago 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 19.—A Funding 
bill has finally passed the House, but there 
are probably very few who voted for it who 
believe that, in the form which it leaves the 
House, it will become a law. It passed in 
the exact shape in which it was presented to 
the House from the Committee of the Whole, 
except that the Samford amendment, which 
provided that all the reserves of the Treasury 
save $50,000,000 should be emptied upon the 
market as the first efficient means for the 
redemption of the maturing bonds, was 
stricken out. Yet, to the discredit of 
the Democratic party and of the country, it 
must be recorded that there were 110 Demo- 
crats and Greenbackers and one Republican 
(Belford, of Colorade) who even voted to 
retain in the bill that provision, which, if 
enacted into law, would break down re- 
sumption and lead tothe repudiation of Na- 
tional obligations. 

THE BILL. AS PASSED . 

+ provides, in substance, that3 per cent 5-10 
bonds to the amount of $400,000,000 and 3;per 
cent 1-10 certificates in denominations 
of $10, $20, and $50 to the 
amount of $300,000,000, either registerea or 
coupon, shall be issued, into which the $650,- 
000,000 maturing 5 and 6 per cent bonds shall 
be refunded; that National banks shall not 
be permitted to hold as security for circula- 
tion any bonds upon which the interest may 
have ceased, under penalty of forced liquida- 
tion; thatas a meansto insure the sale of 
these bonds and certificates the Secretary ot 
the Treasury may use $50,000,000 for the im- 
mediate purchase.of the new3 per cents 
and may, in addition, use any sur- 
plus money over and above the 
amounts appropriated for the purchase of 
bonds and certificates, and that, as a still 
further forced means of floating these bonds, 
NATIONAL BANKS SHALL NOT BE PERMITTED 
to deposit any other bonds as security for 
circulation after May 1 next, and that the 
banks shall not be permitted to withdraw 
their circulation at will to the limit of $45,000, 
as they now do, and shall only be permitted 
to retire circulation to the amount of one- 
third of their capital stock, and then only 
when they shall collect their own 
notes and present them to the Treas- 
ury for .destruction, and to purchase the 
paper. engrave and print the bonds, pay the 
express charges, cost of advertising, and all 
other expenses connected with the mechanic- 
al and material part of the negotiation of the

among the people, so that it will be impossi- 
ble for the issuing bank to obtain its own 
notes for that purpose. The 
will, therefore, prevent the withdrawal of 
bonds to any considerable amount. 

MANY BANKS OF LARGE CAPITAL 
have but little circulation, and do not desire 
it, and these banks will be obliged to invest 
one-third of their capital in United States 
bonds or go into liquidation. ‘The 
now hold $150,000,000 of 4s and 43s and Pa- 
cific bonds, which they cannot then with- 
draw until they have picked up notes of 
their own issue and returned them to Wash- 
ington for destruction. There are 
ABOUT ONE THOUSAND BANKS 
in operation having a capital of $150,000 and 
over, and these banks must have $50,000 of 
bonds under existing laws. The banks 
naying a less capital — 
are now obliged to k 
their capital in United States bonds, so that 
the reduction of bonds under the existing 
law could not be reduced as low as $100,000,- 
000, and it is not at all probable that, under 
any legislation, they would reduce the pres- ~ 
ent amount of bonds—viz. : $358,000,000, much,

THE MONOPOLIES. 
WHAT SHALL BE DONE? 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinéton, D. C., Jan. 19.—There is a 
general feeling in Congress that some pro- 
tection is needed by the people against the 
gigautic railroad and telegraphic monopolies. 
This necessity has been made more apparent 
by the recent consolidation of the great tele- 
graph lines. Mr. Springer, in a conversation 
to-day, spoke with much spirit of his inten- 
tion in presenting his resolution to the 
House, and said that one of his 
chief objects was to ascertain the 
actual value of the property 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
and the cost of operating its lines. lt may 
be objected to this inquiry that it interferes 
with private business, but this is not the 
ease. The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany is a public corporation, a common 
carrier, and the public are interested, and 
have the right to know what it costs to send 
such communications. 

THERE ARE TWO WAYS, 
says Mr. Springer, by which the people can 
be protected against these exactions. fFirst, 
under power given by the Constitution to 
regulate commerce among the States, Con- 
gress may fix the rates to be charged by 
existing corporations for the transmission of 
telegrams, 80 as to secure a reasonable and 
just compensation to the company and to 
prevent extertion and discrimination ; second, 
under the power to establish post-offices 
and post-roada, Congress may construct lines 
of telegraph of its own, and operate them 
for the public benefit, fixing such tates:as 
will remunerate the Government for the ex- 
pense of constructing and . the 
same. The usual objection. that Govern- 
mental interference is not strictly eonstitu- 
tional is an abstract one, Mr. Springer thinks, 
and ought not longer to stand in the way of 
vigorous action to obtain relief. [tisthought 
that 
ONE RESULT 
of an investigation of this sort would be to 
help Mr. Reagan’s Inter-State Commerce 
bil, as opinion would undergo a rapid 
change as to the desirability of interference 
by Congress with the management of these 
great.lines of traffic and communication. Itis 
said that the telegraph men, aware of this 
feeling, are trying to shape things so as to 
sellout to good advantage to the Govern- 
ment. One of the objects to be guined by an 
investigation such as is contemplated in the 
Springer resolution will be to ascertain how 
much of the $80,000,000 of valuation of tele- 
graph lines is real and how much fictitious. 
THIS LARGE FALSE VALUE 
is nothing less than a tax on the people who 
have to payfor it, year after year. Even 
though rates are cheaper than farmerly, the 
telegraph companies make larger profits, 
because they have all the advantage of im- 
proved modern machinery. To demon- 
strate that the public does need pro- 
tection against such tricks as 
this telegraph consolidation, and that 
the people are helpless without Government 
supervision of the broadest and most search- 
ing kind, itis remarked that Congress and 
the Supreme Court together have made the 
building and operating of telegraph lines en- 
tirely free to every one. The decision 
of the Supreme Court, in the case of 
the Pensacola Telegraph Company against 
the Western Union Company, in 1877, 
declared that the act of 1866 must be so con- 
strued as to prevent absolutely any State 
interference with the running of telegraph 
lines, any company having the right to run 
its lines anywhere across the public domain, 
and anywhere else where it could purchase 
right-of-way from private owners, without

for aspeech. The Senate passed the rest of 
the day in considering the bill relative to the 
settling of title to private land claims, which 
was mainly confined to lands in the Terri- 
tories, many ef which are affected by Mexi- 
can grants. The main objection was to the 
third subdivision of the twelfth section, 
which provides that “ no allowance or confir- 
mation of any claim shall confer any right or 
title to any gold, silver, or quicksilver wines, 
or minerals of the same, unless the grant 
claimed affeeted the donation or sale of such 
mines or minerals to the grantee, but all 
such mines and minerals shail remain the 
property of the United States, with the rignt. 
of working the same, which fact shall be 
stated in any patents issued under this act.”’ 
THIS CLAUSE 
is based upon the Spanish and Mexican ordi- 
nances, whieh, unless specially granted, 
reserved to the Crown all gold, silver, 
and quicksilver in the iands, and, 
therefore, did not convey théye. .pre- 
cious metals in. the grants of ‘land 
which this. dil is intended to 
regulate. The bill was discussed by Messrs. 
Edmunds, Tharman, Teller, and Pitimb, and 
a motion by Mr. Teller to strike out the objec- 
tionable clause was rejected—yeas 12; nays 
38. . Mr. Teller offered an amendment to the 
third clause of the 12th section, adding these 
words: “ But nothing in this act shall au- 
thorize the working of any mines therein by 
any person except the confirmee or his assigns 
until Congress shall provide by law there- 
for.” which was accepted by Mr. Edmunds, 
and the bill was passed. 
SENATOR CONKLING 

indicated @ purpose to make some sort of a 
sensational examination of the Census Bu- 
reau, and moved@ a resolution calling upon 
the Seeretary of the Interior tor a somewhat 
detailed account of the expenditures made 
by Gen. Walker, Superintendent of the Cen- 
sus. 


THE’ UTES. 
DISSATISFIED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—Col. Many- 
penny, of the Commission appointed to 
arrange the terms of the late treaty 
with the Utes, says that the Com- 
mission is engaged with a report 
which will be ready in afew days. This re- 
port will consist principally of a narrative 
of the journey of these gentlemen through 
Colorado. The money payments to these 
Utes amounted to about $25,000 to the South- 
ern Utes and $37,000 to the Uncompahgres. 
The White River Utes, who were in the 
Uintah Reservation of Utah, could not be 
reached, and, consequeutly, were not paid 
the amount due them. Col. Manypenny says 
that the Utes are, as a rule, 

NOT VERY WELL PLEASED 
with the plan of holding their land in sey- 
eralty, as they do not seem to have the facil- 
ity for individual management of land for 
agricultural purposes. The lands to which 
they have been allotted are, almost without 
exception, not valuable for tilling, unless ir- 
rigated, which is costly and requires some 
skill and judgment to put in operation. The 
main dependence of the Indians now, as it 
has always been,is hunting,but this resource, 
Col. Manypenny says, is rapidly becoming 
exhausted. The buffalo has been almost ex- 
terminated, and bear, deer, and the smaller 
fur-bearing animals, such as beayer, mink, 
etc., are rapidly disappearing also. 
THE FUTURE OF THESE TRIBES 
is, therefore, as much of a problem as it was 
half a century ago. The Utes seem to be an 
honest, well-meaning people, and the mem- 
bers of the Commission accord them a very 
high character for sobriety, honesty, and 
morality. They even go so far as to say that 
every outbréak of recent years in which 
these Utes have been engaged has been 
directly traceable to outrageous conduct on 
the part of white men. The work of allot- 
ting the lands according to the terms of the 
treaty will be entered upon as early next 
spring as the weather will permit. 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE.

A QUARREL.

Wasurneton, D, C., Jan. 19.—There was a 
scene in the Foreign Affairs Committee-room 
to~<iay which, for a few moments, caused 
considerable excitement.

Creswell apologized for his in- 
terruption. Mr. Worden cooling down, the 
argument was resumed. ’ 

FRANKING. ; 

The Investigating Committee into the al- 
leged abuses of the franking privilege re- 
cently got upon the track of something from 
which they hoped to make a point against 
the Republican Campaign Committee. 
W hen Postmaster Ainger was being examined 
it was found that there was one 
package in the Post-Office which had been 
sent out by the Kepublican Committee and 
returned. Col. Ainger was asked to produce 
it, but refused to do so. He said it belonged 
to the Chairman of the Committee, the Hon.

WasnineTon, D. C., Jan. 19.—A bill, re- 
ported favorably from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee by Mr. Garland, to relieve Richard 
Fat’ erly, of Arkansas, from political dis- 
abilities, gave rise to a discussion upon the 
criticism by Messrs. Hoar and; Edwards that 
the Fatherly petition did not set forth any 
offensé bringing him within the scope of the 
constitutional prohibition, but merely set 
forth that he had resigned the office of 
Military Storekeeper at the opening of the 
Rebellion. Mr. Edmunds characterized such 
a representation as trifling with Congress. 

Mr. Garland, replying to the strictures of 
Mr. Edmunds, who, he said, seemed to be the 
censor of the Senate, explained that the 
Storekeepers’ stores were seized in the hands 
of Fatherly at the arsenal at Little Rock, 
and, under the political hordes put upon the 
country under the hell-broth of reconstruc- 
tion, he had not been allowed to vote. The 
petitioner supposed the cause was some 
politieal disability, and therefore sought this 
relief., 

Mr. Edmunds disclaimed having said any- 
thing to offend the sensibilities ot the Sena- 
tor from Arkansas. (Mr. Garland), and. did 
not suppose the Senator responsible for the 
peculiarities of the petition. On the third 
reading of the bill Mr. Edmunds demanded 
the yeas and nays, which resulted 31 to 16. 
On the final passage of the bill he repeated 
his demand, when the bill was defeated 30 to 
16—not two-thirds in the affirmative. 

Mr. Ingalls, from the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, reported favorably the bill to pro- 
vide for the sale of lands bblongirg to the Prai- 
rie band of Pottawatomiie Indians, and for 
other purposes, and the bill to provide for tre 
sale of lands of Miami indians in Hansas. 
Placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Groome, from the Committee on Ciaima, 
reported back the bill making an appropriation 
tor the compensation of Collectors of Customs 
acting as Superintendents of Uightbouses for the 
fiscal years of 1875, 1876, 187TT, and 1878, with a 
recommendation that the Committee be dis- 
charged from the consideration and the bill re- 
ferred to the Committee on Appropriations, as 
it was one for the payment not of a claim, but 
of a deficieucy.

At No. 36 is a Chinese laundry, where, of 
course, the usual Celestial dirtiness was met 
with. The Doctor searched for other evidences of 
filth,and be soon found them. Taking a long 
stick in his band he sboved it through a hole in 

tioortng and into a soft mass of something 
beneath it. The stick penetrated to a depth of 
about two feet, and on being withdrawn its low- 
er end was found to be coated with a black and 
noisome slime. Other similar experiments were 
made in other parts of the premises, and with 
the same result. The cellar floor was clearly 
one mass of decomposing matter, the collection 
of no one knows how many years of drainage 
from the house. 

A yard at the back of No. 308*was found to 
contain a number of ash-barrels, all full to the 
brim of ashes and refuse of various descriptions. 
The vaults here were found to be in a condition 
which had better be left to the imagination than 
to a faithful but necessarily disgusting descrip- 
tion. The surface of the yard was covered with 
kiteben and other garbage. While the investi- 
gation of the premisns was being made, a noise 
of ruoping water was heard in the cellar. A 
peep into its dark and sour-smeli recesses 
revegied astream of very dirty-looking liquid 
one, Birney a pipe and falling upon the ceilar- 
floor. here was no meane of carrying off the 
stuff, but there was ampie room on the cellar- 
floor for it to. soak in and form a pool ready for 
the decomposing action of the coming warm 
weather. 

In a general way it may be said ‘that all 
through the premises which had been visited in 
this locality, the feeling of the inhabitants was 
one of deep anxiety as to what was going to be 
done to ameliorate the condition of their drain- 
age. They acknowledged that they had at one 
time had'some degree of faith in what the 
Board of Health might do for them, but the 
bad grown tired of appealing to it. The Health 
Officers were spoken of in’a very contemptuous 
manner, and more than one story was told of 
the manner in which they had attempted and in 
some cases succeeded in making money out of

ne o em called upon a photographer of 
the neighborhood and atepeced thas. if the sun- 
artist could take portraits of the Health Officer 
and bis family, he would see that the photo- 
grapher’s ashes and garbage were always kept 
removed. 

The photographer suggested that he would 
name the price of the portraits, the officer the 
cost of the cartage, and the balance could be 
settied up in cash. 

The Health Officer and his family did not get 
their portraits taken. 

Passing southward wi Aberdeen street, the 
investigators came to Church court,—an alley 
running from Morgan street to Centre avenue, 
and receiving its name from the fact that Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church abuts it,—on the north side 
of which, about half way between Aberdeen 
street and Centre avenue, stands a most extraor- 
dinary row of dingy and diminutive brick tene- 
ments. The whole building is perhaps twenty- 
five feetin depth by sixty in length, and is di- 
vided into twelve tenements, each of the narrow 
domigiles being divided into an upper anda 
lower holding. For the accommodation of the 
up-stairs tenants, a Nery runs the entire 
length of the building. Each of the tenements 
was visited, and in each was found a scene of 

POVERTY, DIRT, AND SQUALOR, 

A directory of the place was soon taken, result- 
ing in the showing that it had fifty-five inhabit- 
ants, the largest pumber of occupants of any 
one of the tenements being nine, and the small- 
est number two. The drainage of these tene- 
ments was of a very simpie and very ineftica- 
cious style. Five box stand-pipes—three ofshem 
measur six by eight inches and two of them 
four inches square—ied from the upper gallery 
to the ground, where they emptied into a box- 
sewer eight inches square which ran along the 
surface of the ground from the tenements to a 
house on the corner of the court and Centre 
avenue. These stand-pipes, tne water in which 
was frozen solid, gave every evidence of an 
ability to leak freely in any but the coldest 
weather, and the box-sewer on the ground, not 
visible beneath the snow, was reported to be in 
a very dilapidated condition. 

* How do you find it here in warm weather?” 
was asked of a washerwoman occupying one of 
the lower tenements. 

“It's just frightful; awful. I'd like you totry 
and eat a meal of victuals here some day when 
the stink ee an But we're poor and bave 
to stand it, and I suppose there's those that 
think we like it.”’ 

“ Where does the smell come from?’’ 

“'Taint a smell; it’s a stink. It comes from 
the sewer and from the vaulisin the back, We 
bave our choice—sewer stink on one side and 
privy stink on the other. We live between the 
two.” 

* Doesn't the box-sewer work well?” 

“No; and the stand-pipes don’t either. They 
get stuffed all the time. r. De Preese, who is 
the ayeoat for the building, is always tinkering 
at them, but that don't do any good.”

“Well [laughing], to tell the truth, there 
ain't much sickness; none at all, you may say:

From the front of the building the investiga- 
tors moved to the rear. The sight presented 
here was beyond decent description. Such a 
concentration of vileness as was presented to 
view in each of the three double vaults which 
supplied the needs of the fifty-five tenement 
occupants is not to be commented upon.in print. 
If it were not that it would be cruel to do 80, a 
Health Officer ought to be taken to view the 
piace, but of course such a wanton outrage 
would be out of the question. A measurement 
was made of the vaults, which showed that the 
contained about twelve cubic yards. The yard- 
floors were strewed knee-deep with vegetabie 
and other vileness. From the galleries of the 
second story yellow stalactites—great frozen 
masses of something which certainly was never 
pure water—reached to the yard, where they 
widened into greater bulk and deepened in their 
age ye It took very few minutes tosee enough 

n this place, which was left with a sensation of 
horror that the stress of poverty could drive 
ple into such vile abiding-places. The pecu- 
iar part of it, too, lay in the fact that from the 
gallery the eve took in quite a pleashnt region 
of respectabie—in some cases high-toned—resi- 
dences. The dwelling of the Alderman of the 
ward was not distant more than about a block, 
and at least 100 residences ‘were within gunshot 
of the disease-laden vapors which will shortly 
arise from the place and sally forth on their de- 
structive career. 
A DESCRIPTION OF THE PLACE 
would not be complete without supplementing 
it with mention of the fact that to the east of 
the brick tenements stands a two-story cottage 
about 15x18 in dimensions, the upper story of 
which is occupied by a man, his wife, and three 
children. This man paid the same rent as the 
other tenants,—$5 a month,—but lacked even 
the outside accommodations accorded to his 
more lucky neighbors.

The place, which was visited at a somewbat late 
hour, deserves a full and close investigation. 


THE STREET-CARS. 


The matter of straw and bay in the street-cars 
is, still agitati various officials in the City- 
Halil.

OBITUARY. 


THE HON. JESSE PD. BRIGHT.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 19.—The late 
Hon. Jesse D. Bright, who was expeiled 
from the United States Senate in 1861, died 
to-day at his residence in this city. In his 
day Mr. Bright was one of the ablest lawyers 
in the State, and belonged to that galaxy of 
brilliant Indianiansof which the Hon. Joseph 
G. Marshall stood atthe head. But sixteen 
years ago Mr. Bright was. stricken with 
paralysis in New York City, and has been an 
almost helpless invalid ever since. Last 
Sunday he was seized with the final attack, 
which caused his death this morning. Mr. 
Bright was born in Norwich, N. Y., Jan. 16, 
1808, and first came West with his father in 
1821, but returned to New York to complete 
his college course, after which he returned 
to Madison, Ind., and entered upon the prac- 
tice of the law. In 1829 he married Miss 
Brooksteele, of Shelbyville, Ky., who sur- 
vives him. The fiftieth anniversary of their 
marriage was celebrated In this city about 
two years ago. He was active in politics, 
being chosen several times to the Legislature, 
and acted for some time as State Agent. 
He was also a member of _ the 
Constitutional.Convention of 1851. He re- 
tired from the active practiceof the law 
when something over 530 years of age, and 
twelve years ago removed to this city after a 
residence in Madison of over forty years. 
Among his surviving children is R. J. Bright, 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the United States Sen-

MENTOR GOSSIP. 

Which Relates to Garfield’s Cabinet— 
What the Lake County Politicians Say 
the President Will .Do—John Sher- 
man’s Recent Visit to Mentor—Gov. 
Foster and the Balance of the Ohio 
Republicans— Extracts from Some 
Private Letters. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PAINESVILLE, O., Jan. 19.—With the Pres 
ident-elect of the United States only six miles 
away, with his Cabinet still a profound se- 
cret, and Gen. Garfield as close-mouthed on 
the subject as an oyster, and the 4th of March 
only seven weeks off, does anybody suppose 
that a Lake County Republican politician 
who has been nurtured on Ohio statesman- 
ship can give any thought to business, re- 
ligion, or pleasure of any sort, except that 
which relates to public affairs? After the 

Chicago Uonvention had bestowed upon us 

here the rare honor of furnishing the Presi- 

dential candidate, it was our duty, as it was 
our great pleasure, to seethat he was elected. 

So we gave up all our time and talents to its 

accomplish ment, and now that the 2d day of 

November brought us such a grand victory, 

our next duty seems to be to look after Gen. 

Garfield with the tenderest solicitude until 

he is safely ensconeed in the White House. 

Just at the present moment, the selection of 

the General’s constitutional advisers has 

caused the Ohio Kepublicans, and especially 

those of the old Nineteenth Ohio District, a 

good deal ot solid perplexity, and it is 

a matter of sore regret that the subject 

is net yet fully settled. Our troubles come 


up if about the following form: (1) Should 
there be an Ohio man in Garfield’s Cabinet? 
If yes, then who? It is generally agreed 
that no Administration will be perfect or en- 
titled to the confidence of the American peo- 
ple unless there is an original Buckeye in it. 
Look at Corwin, and Ewing, and Chase, and 
Dennison, and Delano, and Cox, and Sher- 
man, and Groesbeck, etc., etc. All admit 
that Ohio must be represented; but by whom ? 
There isthe rub. (2) How are we to get 
along with the Grant crowd and not run 
against asnag? The man on horseback and 
the 306 indomitable fellows that stood at his 
back in Chicago, first, last, and all the time, 
are not to be ignored; but how to treat them 
and not encourage third-termism is the grave 
question that new confronts us. Sometimes 
we think we will go out t Mentor in a 
body, and advise Gen. Garfield to make Gen. 
Grant Secretary of War. That would fix 
Grant and ought to please his friends. But 
Garfield might not like it, and so we keep 
away. Besides, with Gen. Grant in the Cab- 
inet, it might stimulate “ the old crowd” to 
push him again for the nomination in 1854 
and that might not be pleasant, and it would 
certainly interfere with our other eg 
ments. So, not knowing what todo in this 
respect, we conclude to do nothing and turn 
our attention to the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury. 

John Sherman spent a day with Garfield at 
Mentor last week, and it is supposed that the 
two discussed, and perhaps settled, the ques- 
tion of the appointment of the next Secre- 
tary. The conference was entirely private, 
even Mrs. Garfield and the General’s private 
secretaries being excluded, and there has 
been no leaking since Sherman’s departure 
from Mentor. One of our smartest fellows 
went Gown to the Mentor Station to inter- 
» cept Sherman as he took the train for Mans- 
» field, and to learn, if possible, the object of 
his xisit,—whether it related to himself, or to 
the eating he of Gov. Foster, or the selec- 
tion of some man for Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He came back a sadder but no wiser 
man, and reported that he could find out 
nothing. He said the conversation between 
himself and Sherman ran about as follows: 

‘“*T suppose you and Gen. Garfield had a 
friendly talk about politics in general and 
me formation of the next Cabinet in particu- 

ar?’ 

* Yes: I had a very pleasant visit with the 
General. 

“I suppose he let you into the secrets of 
Cabinet-making ?”’ 

** Some secrets cannot be told without vio- 
lating friendship.” 

“I presume it is settled that Mr. Blaine will 
be Secretary of State?’ 

* Possibly.” | 

“Do you know who will be appointed Sec- 
retary of the ‘l'reasu ry” 

* Indeed, I do not.’’. 

** Is there any truth in the rumor that you 
intend to resign as Senator and keep the 
place you now hold?” 

* That is a rumor that is not worthy of se- 
rious denial.” 

* Do you think Gov. Foster will be appoint- 
ed Postmaster General?” 

‘I presume Gen. Garfield can give you 
pore definit information on that subject than 

can.” 

Now all this was very unsatisfactory, and 
we knew as little after John Sherman left 
Mentor as when he arrived. We are in the 
dark as to the objectof Sherman’s visit,— 
whether it related to himself, or simply to 
advise with Garfield about his successor as 
Secretary of the Treasury,~—andin the dark 
as to the prospect of Foster's aepeeanae to 
a place in the Cabinet. At the Cowles House 
last night the question of Foster’s appoint- 
ment was fully discussed, and it was agreed 
that he could do the Republican party more 
good as Postmaster-General than in any 
other position, because it has more patronage 
at its disposal and is susceptible of a wider 
margin or influence on general politics. Gov. 
Foster could strengthen the  (Presi- 
dent’s hands more in the country if 
he is placed in that department than in any 
other, and could exert more influence on the 
next Kepublican National Convention than 
any other member of the Cabinet. Ohio men 
should not be selfish pr niggardly in the dis- 
tribution of official patronage, neither should 
they neglect their opportunities, but, like the 
little busy bee, improve each shining hour. 
It is said that the Lord helps those who help 
themselves, and now that we have got Gar- 
field in, it is simply the dictate of prudence 
and economy that we keep him in for a sec- 
ond term. As the illustrious Finnegan said 
in the Chicago Convention, “What are we 
here for?” 

John Shéerman’s retention in the Cabinet 
would have little influence on our politics 
State or National. He is cold-blooded anc 
selfish: whereas, “Calico Charley” is mag- 
netic and popular with the masses. Besides, 
Sherman is not popular in the West with 
either the Greenback patty or the silver men, 
and the latter are too numerous to be ignored. 
If the Morey forgery lost us two States, Cali- 
fornia and Nevada, by an appeal to the preju- 
dice against the Chinese, how easy it will be 
to defeat the Republican party in 1884 in al- 
ifornia, Oregon, Nevada, and Colorado, and 
the other silver-mining States soon to be ad- 
mitted, if that great interest is to be made 
the foot-ball of Wall street,aided and abetted 
by Mr. Gartield’s Secretary of Treasury. 
Sherman is well enough in the Senate, but if 
Ohio is to be accorded a place in the new 
Cabinet it will better for all concerned that 
it shall be some other man than John Sher- 
man.

We also had up at our last meeting the 
subject of the claims of Lllinois to recogni- 
tion in the formation of a new Cabinet, and 
it was discussed at length. There is Mr. 
Washburne, whe might have been the Presi- 
dent-elect to-day instead of Gen. Gartield, if 
he had not given away his chance in order to 
help the boom of Gen. Grant. His selection 
would undoubtedly be an immensely popular 
one,—it was remembered he was Gen.

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KENTUCKY BOURBONISM. 


Mean and Unfair Discrimination 
Against Colored Schools—Indignant 
Protest of the Blacks—Appeal for 
Right and Justice. 

STANFORD, Ky., Jan. 14.—To the Editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal: In response to a 
call, the colored citizens of Lincoln County con- 
vened in mass-meeting at the Court-House 
Friday night at 7 o'clock to consider the way 
and the means to obtain equa! taxation and 
equal distribution of the public school fund, 
according to the per capita of the white and col- 
ored children. The meeting was called to order 
by W. H. Givens, and on motion the Rev. M. 
Burks was made Chairman, and addressed the 
meeting with somne very fitting words concern- 
ing thé equal rights of the colored people in the 
State of Kentucky. The Rev. Walter Lackey 
and R. W, Stewart were elected Secretaries. 

Speeches were made by the Rev. J. Moran and 
others. The following committee was appointed 
on resolutions and address: J. Moran, W. &. 
Givens, W. M. Lackey, B. Hayes, G. W. Gentry, 
N. B. Bryant, and C. P. Stewart, who reported 
the following resolutions and address, which 
were received and adopted: 

Resolved, That the genius of our Government 
and political institutions guarantees equal 
privileges and equal burdens before the law to 
all Amerjecan citizens, irrespective of race, color, 
or abate Say ege of servitude.

ADDRESS. 

To the People of the Siate of Kentucky: There 
are fundamental principles laid down in our 
National Constitution which declare that there 
shall be no difference made before the law on 
account of race, color, or previous condition of 
servitude under the jurisdiction of the United 
Stateslaws. The ‘laration of Independence 
declares that all men are created with certain 
inalienable rights, among which are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. In this State we 
are not protected in our life, liberty, and prop- 
erty, all of which are taken away from us, 
against the Nationa! Constitution and without a 
due process of law. The National Goverument 
has clothed us with every vested right that be- 
longs to auy citizeu, and if we do not demand 
them by a rigid process of law we are pot worthy 
of the rights which we now have. We have 
pte our manhood on the field of carnage, and 

t remains for us to demonstrate it in the Courts 
of the Nation. Every field of battle has been 
} madé- red. by the blood of the negroes fighting 
fec:the Nherties of our country. We are de- 
barred in this State from every privilege which 
makes med and women virtuous, intelligent, 
and manly citiz@ns of the Nation. e Courts of 
justoe are a mock trial and a farce in this State 
when it comes to dealing out justice to the ne- 
groes. The National Government guarantees to 
allmena right of trial by an impartial jury, 
which is denied the colo man in this State by 
the ruling power. How long shall we suffer 
these unconstitutional laws to exist when we 
have it in our power to overthrow them? We 
have borne them until forbearance has ceased 
to be a virtue, and now let us bear them no 
longer. 

The present crisis through which we as a race 
are now passing, if silently acquiesced in lo r, 
will doom the intellectual and political standing 
of the negroesin the State of Kentucky. We 
had moped that through patience and endurance 
the wall of prejudice would have vanished and 
in its stead justice and barmony would redound 
to ali men alike in the land of Clay and Critten- 
den; but we have hoped in vain. The fangs of 
caste, with their poison, are fastening eternal 
hatred against us from the lowest to the highest 
Court in this State, and the rights which belong 
tous are hid from our eyes. These grievances 
are sufficient we believe to awaken if possible 
the manhood that slumbers in Sur race, whose 
ancestors have shown their valor under the most 
trying circumstances. Our constitutional! liber- 
ties have been purchased with bayonets and 
sealed with blood that all men might stand as 

vais before the laws of our countrys. 
The gallant band of Ham's descent who 
feil at Port Hudson and Wagner,—ali the living 
could weil draw inepiration from their deeds 
of valor, of their patriotic devotion, that we 
might see the ee light of equal rights shed- 
ding its beautiful rays of liberty from one end 
of this country to the other. The great war of 
the revolution was begun and fought through 
successfully to the end; that Great Britain bad 
no right to tax American tea on the principle,— 
no taxation without equal representation. We 
were then subjects in armed rebellion against 
the powers that be, without the law and the 
right to demand equal taxation and equai repre- 
sentation. We, as coiored men, under our Na- 
tional Constitution bave the law and the right to 
demand equal taxation and equal representa- 
tion. We ask it, we demand it, at the hands of 
the State and the General Government. The 
colored children need education just as bad as 
a great many of the whites, but they have not an 
equal chance before the laws for improvement. 
The colored child receives 58 cents per cupita 
and the white $1.45, which is a discrimina- 
tion on account of color, and therefore uncon- 
stitutional. The eye of the National laws looks 
upon all men as equals, and the men or parties 
who look otherwise are tyrants, usurpers, and 
oporessors. The colored child is entitled by 
right and by the National laws to an_ equal dis- 
tribution of the public-school fund, and it re- 
mains for us to investigate the case before the 
United States Court. This Court is the Tree of 
Liberty. We believe that, under this Tree of 
Liberty, which is a bulwark to tyrants and op- 
pressors, and a safeguard to the liberty-loving 
people of the State,and from this tree we ask 
equal privileges and equal burdens before the 
laws of our country.

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WOOL-TOPS. 


The Recent Decision of the Treasury 
Department Agttating Eastern Wool- 
en Mauufacturers. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 19.—The recent de- 
cision of the Treasury Department con- 
cerning the duty on wool-tops has 
been a topic of considerable inteér- 
est among importers, who seem 
to think it is not sound and will be reversed. 

The decision is that a certain class of wool- 

tops which were entered at this port and 

classified by the Appraiser as manu- 
factured are not manufactured, but 
raw material, and the assessed duty 
of 50cents per pound and 3 per cent ad va- 
lorem has accordingly been reduced to six 
cents a pound. It is understood by the im- 
porters that the decision must apply to wool- 
tops of any grade, and that if the prin- 
ciple is earried out must also apply 
to roping, which is a similar preparation of 
raw material for use in making clothes. 

Wool-tops are produced by passing the raw 

material through combing mpeninery. The

AS WILL be seen fiom a communication 
addressed to the Courier-Journal, reprinted 
in another part of this paper, the colored 
people of Kentucky have at last been aroused 
to a sense of the injustice which they are 
made to suffer by the Bourbons of that State. 
They are denied the equal protection and 
benefit of the laws, and are not permitted to 
enjoy a proportionate share of the school- 
fund per capita, though their educational 
needs are confessedly greater than those of 
the whites. The discrimination against them 
is a shame and disgrace to the ruling classes 
of the State which once boasted among its 
representatives a Henry Clay and a John J. 
Crittenden, 


‘SENATOR Conver has introducea in the 
State Legislature a bill “ concerning sewer- 
age.”” This bill has for its purpose to au- 
thorize the City of Chicago to carry out the 
scheme discussed last summer to construct 
an enormous sewer to drain the Chicago 
River into the Lllinois River.- The scheme 
was written up for the Citizens’ Association, 
-and the report, with elaborate diagrams, was 
published in Tae Trisunr. The whole 
thing was a preposterous affair.. It proposed 
an expenditure of $8,000,000 to make an un- 
derground sewer alongside of the canal and 
Desplaines.River from Chicago to Joliet. It 
was a wild, visionary measure, contrived for 
the benefit of contractors, and was utterly 
impracticable for any useful end or purpose. 


A masonrtry of the Senate has voted to 
take $100,000 out of the Public Treasury and 
donate it to Ben Holladay to compensate him 
for the champagne dinners he has given 
them. The pretext for this steal is that he 
lost some mules by Indian depredations when 
carrying the mails in the Far West at an 
enormous profit. No court of claims would 
allow him acent, forthe simple reason that 
the Government owes him nothing; but the 
Senators owe him for feasts, and now vote to 
pay him an hundred-fold out of the National 
Treasury. Some Senators have very pe- 
culiar ideas of rightand wrong. They are 
also wonderfully benevolent with other peo- 
ple’s money. It is a rascally swindling 
claim the Senators have voted for, and they 
weil know it. 


Tue Governor of Texas in his annual mes- 
sage recommends the imposition of occupa- 
tion taxes as an easy and convenient method 
of raising revenue. ‘The State Constitution 
exempts agricultural and mechanical pur- 
suits from such taxes, but the Governor be- 
lieves they might be levied on other callings, 
and especially on commercial oceupations, 

' without injury or inequality, as the incidence 
of taxation would invariably fall back on 
consumers. Itisa noteworthy fact that the 
subject of taxation far more than any other 
isengaging the attention of State Legisla- 
tures this winter. Both Gov. Cornell and 
Speaker Sharpe advised the appointment of 
anew Commission to take the whole ques- 
tion in New York State again tito consid- 
eration. ‘There are symptoms also of the re- 
vival of the periodical agitation concerning

SENATOR Hunt has proposed a bill to con- 
solidate the several Grand Divisions of the 
Supreme Court of Llinois and to locate said 
Court at Springtield. This bill ought to be- 
tome a law. Whatever reason may have 
existed in former times for a peripatetic 


_ court, it has long since passed away. Spring- 


field is as convenient now to the Bar of the 
whole State as is Mount Vernon or Ottawa 
to any of the divisions. The whole question 
is now reduced to one whether the hotels, 
boarding-houses, and saloons of Ottawa and 
Mount Vernon have not a vested right in the 
business resulting from a session of the Su- 
preme Court in those towns. Even this 
claim is mitigated by the fact that an Appel- 
Jate Court now meets at each of these places 
whenever there is any business for it to do. 


‘The Supreme Court should have but one 
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place of meeting, and that should be at the 
State Capital, and this bill of Senator Hunt 
should be passed without question. 
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‘Tux bill introduced in the Illinois Senate 
for the consolidation of the Board of Rail- 
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the Canal Commissions; (2) to roll the two 
Boards of Penitentiary Commissions of three 
members each into one board; and (3) to do 
away with the Boards of Trustees for char- 
itable institutions (a dozen or so in number, 
(all drawing mileage and expenses but no 
salaries) and substitute in their place 
one salaried Board of three members. It is 
estimated ‘that $15,000 per annum would be 
saved by each of the first two suggestions, 
and that the salaries, etc., of the Charity 
Board would not exceed the present mileage 
and expenses of the numberless Trustees, 
while the administration of charity affairs 
would be made by the change more compact, 
efficient, responsible, and economical than at 
present. Tax Trmune indorses all three 
propositions. The Railway and Canal Com- 
missioners can work better in one body than 
in two; itis ludicrous and wrong that two 
State institutions like the Joliet and Chester 
Penitentiaries should be competing, as they 
are at present, for contracts; and the charity 
administration cannot certainly be changed 
for the worse. It will be a happy day for the 
Legislature when the appropriations for all 
charitable institutions are sought by one body 
of three men, instead of by a shoal of Trus- 
tees all pulling and hauling in different 
directions, and none able to estimate the rela- 
tive car a bead of the institutions which 
they represent. Undoubtedly also the State 
might save considerable interest on mon- 
eys appropriated for the charitable insti- 
tutions, which are now distributed among 
the various Boards of Trustees, and lodged 
in country banks, which pay each Treasurer 
interest on his balances.

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An article in the February number of the 
Atlantic Monthly on “The Future of 
American Shipping” directs attention to 
the growth of a powerful competitor for our 
carrying trade on the Pacific. The China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company, or- 
ganized less than six years ago, has succeed- 
ed in driving out of the inland seas of the 
Empire, not by unfavorable legislation, but 
by performing the service at low rates, all 
the foreign companies, which formerly did a 
thrifty business in transporting the Imperial 
grain tributes, or taxes, from one port to an- 
other. The native company now has more 
than forty first-class stea:zn vessels and an 
enormous cash capita). It has secured a 
monopoly of the coasting trade, and is look- 
ing fora general navigation of the high 
seas. A pioneer steamer entered the 
Bay of San Francisco the 30th of August last, 
and, ominously enough,it was one of the six 
vessels with which the China Merchants be- 
gan their operations in the home country in 
1874. The magazine writer does not mention, 
because probably he did not know, the very 
significant fact that the head of this Com- 
pany, Le Hung Chang, who appears to be a 
sort of Chinese Jay Gould, was one of the 
Commissioners who negotiated the late modi- 
fied treaty with the United States, and it was 
at his instance unquestionably that the re- 
strictions heretofore imposed upon the ad- 
mission of Chinese tonnage to American 
ports were removed. The danger of Chinese 
competition would seem at first glance to be 
remote and unimportant; but there are 
reasons for regarding it as a serious 
question. The Chinese have all the materials 
and the skill for building iron ships. There 
are immense deposits of coal and iron in the 
Empire. The laboris the most docile and 
the cheapest in the world. There are plenty 
of skilled artisans among the Chinese, All 
that is needed, therefore, to launch the coun- 
try on a career of successful ship-building is 
the temporary ‘ntroduction of skilled ship- 
builders from the Clyde. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment could easily afford to pay handsome- 
ly for the services of the instructors needed. 
The rough labor of getting iron and coal and 
working it into shape under skilled labor 
could be done with amazing cheapness; and 
when the ships should be once built, they 
cotld be manned and run at less expense 
than those of any other nati’ 2 in the world. It 
will not do to sneer at the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company.

to the appointment of Mr. Biaine to the 
position of Secretary of State on the ground 
that he is “not a lawyer.” The answer to 
this very silly and superficial objection is 
threefold: (1) Mr. Blaine is something more 
than a lawyer: he is a lawmaker. He has 
been engaged in making laws for attorneys 
to haggle about and construe during a long 
and brilliant public careér; and we have not 
heard that a greater proportion of the legisla- 
tion shaped or recommended by him was 
found defective than of that put through in 
opposition to his views. (2) International 
law, so-called, with which the Secretary of 
State has to deal, is not a science, and has 
no cast-iron code. It is simply a body 
of precedents, with which Mr. Blaine is per- 
fectly familiar. No practicing lawyer with- 
out experience in Congress or diplomatic 
business can pretend to have half the knowl- 
edge of these subjects that Mr. Biaine has ac- 
quired in the regular discharge of his official 
duties. International law has nothing to do 
with local jurisprudence, as the English 
Government has lately been compelled to 
confess in the Fortune Bay affair. (3) The 
safest and most brilliant Secretaries of State 
this country has had (with the solitary ex- 
ception of Mr. Webster) were not practicing 
lawyers. Many of them had been through 
the law-school, to be sure, but their profes- 
sional training ceased before they had begun 
their life-work. Thomas Jefferson entered 
the Virginia House of Burgesses two years 
after he was admitted to the Bar, 1@1769, 
and yemained almost coatnuoasp in 
public. life until he left the -Presi- 
dential chair in 1809. He was one of 
the most distinguished lawmakers this 
country has ever known, but was in no sense 
a famous practicing lawyer. Thesame fs true 
of James Madison. Monroe studied law 
with Jefferson, but his course was interrupt- 
ed, and he was not admitted to the Bar, and 
did not practice. Edward Everett had pre- 
cisely the same experience, beginning in the 
office of John Quincy Adams, who was him- 
self adiplomat and statesman, not a pro- 
fessional lawyer. Henry Clay was a brilliant 
criminal lawyer in his youth, but his experi- 
ence in that respect could not have helped ma- 
terially to qualify him to deal with grave in- 
ternational questions, and he was known to 
fame whly ag an orator and statesman. Ex- 
actly the is true of William H. Seward. 
Marcy méfely began the practice of law, but 
became a soldier and editor, and passed most 
of his long life in public office. The same is 
true of Lewis Cass, except thathe never was 
an editor. Hamilton Fish entered publie life 
when he was 28, and remained in office almost 
eontinuously for twenty years. Mr. Evarts, 
the only distinctively practicing lawyer who 
ever held the position of Secretary of State, 
has also been the most conspicuous failure 
in that position. In Europe, where diplomacy 
has been made a fine art, it is an entirely 
separate profession. Distinguished lawyers 
look for promotion to the Bench, but do not 
aspire to positions in the Foreign Office, be- 
cause itis not supposed that they have the 
right kind of training for usefuiness in that 
department. The Nation merely presumes 
on the prejudices of its readers when it inti- 
mates that. man like Mr. Blaine, who has 
been continuously in public life for twenty- 
three years, and all that time in law

THE REFUNDING SCHEME IN THE HOUSE. 

The Refunding bill, as substantially agreed 
upon in the House of Representatives, re- 
tains many of the objectionable features 
urged by the Democrats, and, if passed by 
the Senate in its present shape, will be at the 
best of doubtful issue when the attempt shall 
be made to negotiate at par the class of secu- 
rities which it provides. 

Sec. 1 provides for an issue of $400,000,000 
of 5-10 bonds, running ten years, and redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the Government after 
five years, and Treasury certificates to the 
amount of $300,000,000 1-10 notes, running ten 
years, and redeemable after one year,—both 
forms of securities bearing 8 per cent inter- 
est. it stands to reason that these two classes 
of securities cannot have an equal value. If 
the certificates ran a short timé, so as to be 
available as a call-loan is upon the market, 
and the bonds ran along term, in order to 
secure the investment of trust funds, both 
might be placed at the same rate of interest, 
—and that the very lowest, whether the mini- 
mum be 3 or 844 per cent. But both securi- 
ties become specifically payable at the end of 
ten years; the bond cannot run any longer 
and the certificates may run as long. Con- 
sequently there is no attraction for either 
short investment or long investment, and if 
it were feasible to sell 8 per cent securities 
the terms imposed by this bill would seem to 
be designed to destroy such opportunity. 
The failure to negotiate the bonds under 
such a law would make it necessary for the 
Government to continue the payment of 6 
and 5 per cent interest on the bonds now out- 
standing, which it has the privilege of call- 
ing in during the year if it has the means to 
pay them. 

Even if the terms of this loan were such as 
to promise suecessful negotiation thereof, 
there is another provision in the first section 
of the bill which ought to ,defeat it, and 
which, if passed, will menace the inainte 
nance of specie payments. It provides that 
the coin held in the Treasury for redemption 
purposes shall be reduced to $50,000,000 in 
gold by paying out all gold and siiver in ex- 
cess of that sum for the purchase of out- 
standing 6 and 5 per cent bonds before any of 
the new 8 per cents shall be issued. This 
seems to be a blow aimed directly at resump- 
tion, and intended to force suspension. ‘The 
most experienced financiers will agree that a 
circulation of $350,000,000 of notes cannot be 
‘reliably maintained at par with a coin re 
serve of only $50,000,000, or about one-sev- 
enth of the whole volume. Such weakness 
will expose the Government at all times toan 
organized raid upon the Treasury that 
will compel it to suspend the process of re- 
demption on demand, and with that event the 
work of resumption will fail. The only pro- 
tection the Treasury can seek in such case 
isto use the authority given it under the 
Resumption law of 1875, which provides that 
the Secretary of the Treasury may “issue, 
sell, and dispose of, at not less than par in 
coin, either of the descriptions of bonds of 
the United States described in the act of 
Congress approved July 14, 1870, with like 
qualities, privileges, and exemptions, to the 
extent necessary to carry this (the Resump- 
tion) act into full effect.” The bonds thus 
described are ten-year bonds bearing 5 per 
cent interest, fifteen-year bonds bearing 44 
per cent interest, and thirty-year bonds bear- 
ing 4 per cent interest. ‘The exercise of such 
authority under the Resumption-act, how- 
ever, after exhausting the Treasury of ‘tts 
necessary coin reserve, would practicaily 
amount to refunding at 4 per cent at the low- 
est, instead of 3 per cent. The whole pro- 
ceeding would be illogical and unprofitable, 
as it is demogogical and absurd. 

The second section is apparantly unobjec- 
tionable. It is designed to guard against the 
payment of double interest and facilitate the 
exchange of the new 3 per cents for the 6 and 
5 per cents that may be ealled in. It pro- 
vides that the Treasury may issue the new 
bonds in exchange for the old ones, and al- 
low the ditference of interest between 3 per 
cent and6éor5 per cent to the time when 
the latter become payable, in addition to the 
interest on the new bonds. Such a provision 
might, under favorable conditions, hasten the 
direct exchange of the new for the old se- 
curities without the intervention of brokers 
and agents. The third section allows \ of 
l per cent as expenses in negotiating the 
loan, which may be enough, and the fourth 
section might also be admitted for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the exchange of bonds, 
if it were not for the terms of the first 
section. ln connection with the first section, 
however, it seems to be designed to strip the 
Treasury of the last dollar of its coin re- 
serve. The first section requires that the 
coin reserve shail be reduced to $50,000,000 
in gold,—the excess to be used in the pur- 
chase Of maturing bonds,—and this third 
section provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury may use the remaining $50,000,000 
for the same purpose. The theory of this 
section, we presume, is that the $50,000,000 
thus employed would return to the Treasury 
in subscriptions to the new bonds. Asa 
matter of course, no Secretary of the Treas- 
ury would think for one moment of usifg 
this discretion and thus exhausting all re- 
serve for the redemption of greenbacks, for 
such a condition would be instantly fatal to 
resumption. 

The fifth section is intended to coerce the 
National banks into a subscription for a 3 
per cent loan which the Government shall 
have the privilege of redeeming at the end 
of five years, To do this, it is proposed that 
none but the new 3 per cent bonds shall be 
receivable on deposit as security for circula- 
tion after May 1, and that mterest on all 
bonds now on deposit shall cease upon eall 
of the Government after they become pay- 
able. There are also penalties in case of any 
refusal on the part of the banks to make such 
exchange within thirty days after notice. The 
chief reliance upon the proposed coercion of 
the banks, however, is in the repeal of the 
section which authorizes every National 
bank to reduce its circulating notes to 
$45,000 and the restoration of the old sections 
which required banks to keep one-third of 
their capital on deposit as security for their 

circulation. This action will destroy com- 
pletely the theory and intention of what 
was known as the “Free Banking Law,” 
which was designed to enable the banks to 
contract within a reasonable limit, or to ex- 
pand without limit, their circulation in re 
sponse to the business demands of the coun- 
try upon proper security. But this coercive 
measure may fail; for Sec. 5,160 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which it is proposed to re- 
enact, not merely requires that the banks 
shall keep one-third of their capital on de- 
posit with the Treasury in the shape of 
United States bonds, but also provides that 
any banking association “which may desire 
to reduce its capital or close up its business, 


- and dissolve its organization, may take up its 


bonds upon returning tothe Controller its 
circulating notes in the proportion” of 90 per 
cent of notes for 100 per cent of bends. It 
will be merely a question for the banks, then, 
whether they shall submit to the proposed 
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bonds, which may be called in by the Gov- 
ernment in five years, they will undoubtedly 
detcemine to reduce their capital, and wii 
thus contract their base of operations and in 
ure the business of the country. 

The House bill described above is made up 
of uncertainties, ¢ontradictions, and animos- 
ities. 1t implies hostility to the National 
banks, an impotent attempt at coercion, and 
a direct menace at resumption. Whether or 
not a Government loan bearing 3 per cent in- 
terest can be negotiated is a question that has 
been sudordinated to the prejudices and par- 
tisan purposes of the Democratic majority in 
the House, The practicability of such a loan 
cannot be fairly tested under the bill that 
was framed by the Committee of the Whole 
in the House of Representatives. It is at 
once a spiteful and experimental measure, 
and we cannot believe that the Senate will 
concur init. If sucha bill be adopted, in- 
cluding the proposed destruction of the free- 
banking principle, the continuation of the 
War taxes, the attempted coercion of the Na- 
tional banks to adopt a losing policy, and the 
menace to specie payments, there is little 
doubt that it will call out an Executive veto, 
and it is probabie that it will make necessary 
an extra session of the new Congress to agree 
upon a practical funding scheme. 

ADULTERATIONS. 

The getting of money by fraudulent com- 
bination, by stock jobbing, by the running of 
monopolies, deserves all the reprobation that 
it meets with. But that, and all the other 
crimes in the gradation down to “flat 
burglary,” are Christian virtues compared 
with the obtaining of money by the adulter- 
ation of what we eat and drink. A man may 
get rich again after having been robbed of 
all his property, but such recuperation is not 
possible when health has been lost. The 
doctor may pronounce theman tobe well 
again, but the scar on his constitution re- 
mains at best, and in too many cases even 
the nominal recovery is impossible. The 
individuai dies as a direct result of poisoning, 
which deserves punishinent equal to that due 
the crime of a Lucrezia Borgia. The fact 
that the individual dies by the slow method, 
instead of being killed off by asingle dose, 
does not lessen the enormity of the crime; 
it should not lessen the punishment due to 
the criminal. 

These be strong words; but we submit 
that they are not a whit stronger than is 
warranted by the facts. We believe that ‘if 
the public really understood the péril of the 
situation, the vast extent to which human 
health and life are jeopardized by the frauds 
under consideration, it would rise as one 
man to abolish the evil, even though the do- 
ing so would involve the sacrifice of the evil- 
doers. The public never will understand 
the mischief which human greed has wrought 
in the direction of wholesale poison- 
ing of feod and drink; but it' may 
comprehend enough to see that the 
evil is one which, unchecked, would 
attain a much greater magnitude than at 
present. The truth is, that in certain direc- 
tions the evil is yet incipient. A little longer, 
and the venders of honest food and drink 
will be utterly unable to compete with the 
fellows who make and sell the bogus article. 
Let us stop now. Let us have legal provis- 
ion made, right away, for the punishment As 
A FELONY of all adulteratiens, and induce- 
ment held out for the exposure of the frauds 
wherever found, in high as well as in low 
places. It must come to this sooner or later. 
Better take hold now! . 


WHITING ON TAXATION ON MORTGAGES. 

Father Whiting, the venerable Senator 
from Bureau County, has made his annual 
attempt to rectify the Revenue law of this 
State. For many years he has been the most 
persistent of our legislators in the endeavor 
to have atax placed on intangible credits, 
and the taxation of mortgages has always 
been a hobby with that school of filosofers. 
Since the action of the Kearneyites and Com- 
munists in California the policy concerning 
the taxation of mortgages has been modified. 
At present the mortgaged land and the 
mortgage itself are alike subject to taxation 
in this State, though practically there fS no 
tax collected on the mortgages. Senator 
Whiting at last recognizes that to tax the 
land andalso the mortgage thereon is dupli- 
cate taxation, and in his bill of this 
session he declares that a mortgage 
or other lien upon real estate shall be 
deemed, for the purposes of taxation, a 
interest in the property,” and the holder o 
such mortgage a joint owner! He, therefore, 
provides that the holder of the fee may claim 
a deduction in the assessment to the amount 
of the incumbrance, and report to the As- 
sessor the name of the owner of the incum- 
brance, and the Assessor shall assess the 
owner of the land and the owners of the in- 
cumbrances or liens as near as may be to the 
value of the interest of each. The whole tax 
shall be a lien on the property, and, if the 
tax on the mortgage be paid by the morigagor, 
then for such payment he shall be entitied to 
a credit on the principal of the debt. 

The title of the bill is strangely incon- 
sistent with its provisions. While the title 
of the bill reads “ An act to prevent double 
assessment,” thereby conceding the present 
law to provide for the double taxation of in- 
cumbered real estate, it undertakes to shift 
the responsibility for the taxes on real estate 
to persons who are notin any sense owners 
thereof. Let us illustrate: 

Father Whiting, we will assume, owns a 
valuable farm worth $20,000, free of debt. 
He is in comfortable circumstances, and, in 
order to better enjoy the life which he has 
made honorable by his private virtues and 
his long and faithful public services, decides 
that he will make that farm more valuable, 
more remunerative, and more attractive. He 
therefore borrows from a capitalist $10,000, 
payable in ten years, at 7 per cent interest, 
and gives a mortgage to secure the loan. 
With this money he builds a new house; he 
substitutes barbed-wire fences for his some- 
what worn boards; he builds a larger and 
more convenient barn; he purchases ‘some 
superior dairy stock, some Norman horses, a 
flock of Cotswold sheep, and an improved 
breed of hogs; a new carriage, and a lot of 
elegant household furniture. A portion of 
the money he profitably invests in tile 
drainage, and perhaps an artesian well, and 
thus enriches his estate in every sense. 

Having made this loan, what would be the 
relative condition of the parties thereto ? 

Father Whiting would have his land, and 
the $10,000 of money invested productively 
and profitably; he would have absolute and 
unlimited control over the property. He 
could lease it to a wasteful tenant, or sell it, 
subject to the mortgage, to any person. In 
the meantime the mortgagee who presum- 
ably had $10,000 would have neither money 
nor land, and nothing to show for them but 
the notes of the mortgagor, payable in the 
future. Pending this mortgage, Senator 
Whiting’s bill would be interposed, and when 
the Assessor should return the farm as worth 
$10,000 for taxable purposes he would appor- 
tion the assessment by charging the Senator, 
who holds both the land and the $10,000, with 
$10,000, and charging the man who has 
neither money nor land with, say, $5,000. 
The taxation on the whole assessment for 
State, county, and town purposes at 3 per 
cent would be $300, one-third of which would

North bas the four largest States in the Union; 
hence it would derive a considerable advantage 
froma tig House. The workings of the rule 


may be seen plainly in such States as New York 
and lilinois on the one hand, and South Carolina 
and Arkansas On the other. Taking round 
numbers for the suke of convenience: Suppose 
the population of New York to be 5,000,000; of 
Illinois, 3,000,000; of South Carolina, 1,000,000; 
and of Arkansas, 800,000. If the Representative 
divisor should be 170,000 (as it would be nearly 
on the basis of 2083 members) New York would 
have thirty members (one on a fraction), 
lilinois eighteen members, South Carolina 
six members (nearly), and Arkansas five 
members (one on a fraction). If, now, the 
membership should be increased, and the 
divisor diminished to 150,000, which would be about 
the true figure, New York would have thirty- 
three members (a gain of three), Illinois twenty (a 
gain of one), South Carolina six (the same as 
before), and Arkansas only five, as before. The 
two Northern States would thus gain four, and 
the two Southern States none. The full effect 
of changing the ratio in giving preponderance 
to the larger States may be seen from the fact 
that on Mr. Cox's plan of Wl members the 
Soutbern States will have six of the new scats 
ana the North only two; while in a House of 325, 
the North would get seventeen of the thirty-two 
new members and the South only fifteen. The 
diminishing of the ratio by 20,000 makes a great 
difference in the quotient when thé dividend is as 
large as in the case of New York, but does not 
affect in the same degree a smaller dividend 
such as that preseoted by South Carolina or Ar- 
kansas.

THE removal of the duty on quinine hasn’t 
materially diminished the price of that drug. In 
1880 the average of cost was about $2.9, the 
maximUm being $3.26, the minimum $2.50. This 
is about the same as the quotations for quinine 
between 1873 and 1876. The reason why the price 
has not come down is that duties on caustic 
soda, one of the necessities of quinine manu- 
facture, and on fusil-oil, which is used asa 
solvent, bave not been removed. Moreover, we 
lay a duty of 10 per cent on all bark not import- 
ed in American ships. As the tree is grown by 
means of English capital and usually on English 
territory, the product goes in the ordinary 
course of things first to London, whence it is 
transhipped to America. The purchase of the 
bark by the cargo for American use would be a 
hazardous venture, and practically all the bark 
is imported from England, and a duty of 10 per 
cent paid on it according te law.

AN act providing for minority representa- 
tion in cogporation elections was ratified by the 
people of New Hampshire at the late election by 
a vote of 22,500 to 10,376, and went into effect on 
the 15th inst.

FURTHER ACCOUNTS OF BLOODY BUSINESS. 

St. PeTerRspuvre, Jan. 19.—Gen. Skobeleff 
telegraphs under date of the 15th inst. as 
follows: “ On the night of the llth and 12th 
an immense force of Turcomans made a 
sortie upon the front flanks in the siege- 
works. Another body simultaneously at- 
tacked the camp on both flanks and rear. A 
hand-to-hand fight ensued, which lasted until 
after midnight. The Turcomans were ulti- 
mately repulsed from the camp, and from the 
front and right flank ot the siege-works, but 
on the left flank they captured a redoubt from 
a company of trans-Caspian troops, who lost 
their commander and thirty-nine men killed 
and forty-one wounded. The Turcomans 
here captured two mountain guns, all the 
gunners being 

KILLED AT THEIR POSTs. 
The Russian reserve recaptured the redoubt 
and one of the guns, but the Turcomans 
dragged away the other gun, which, how- 
ever, had been rendered useless. The enemy 
retreated, with great loss, to within a short 
distance of the fortress.

Camp, but He Has Gone. 


He Makes Tracks for British 
Soil, and Cannot Be 
Caught. 


Many of the Hostiles, Being Hungry, 
Would Not Follow Their

But Are on Their Way to Fort Buford 
for Food, Clothes, and Am- 
munition.

ForrBurorp, D. T., Jan. 19.—Our party, 
consisting of Mr.*Allison, Government scout, 
Mr. Diehl, Chicago Times correspondent, 
and myself, left ourcamp on Little Porcupine 
Creek on the afternoon of Jan. 16 to visit 
the hostile camp. We found the camp five 
miles below the mouth of Milk River, 
on the north bank of the Missouri. Upon 
the arrival of the party at the camp your cor- 
respondent could hear the name of Mr. Alli- 
son from every man, woman, and ehild in 
camp. We were met by several of the head 
men and conducted to 

" THE SOLDIERS’ LODGE, 
where they had their talk. They told Mr. 
Allison that Sitting-Bull and Lame Brule, the 
head men of the camp, with about forty 
lodges, left their camp on _ the 
lith of January for Woedy Mount- 
ain. As soon as they heard that 
they must come in and surrender or the 
soldiers would go and -fight them they 
started to move across the line. ‘They are 
traveling up Big Porcupine Creek, which 
empties into Milk River about eight miles 
from its mouth. The country at the head of 
this stream is very rough, and it will be al- 
most ; : 
IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE SOLDIERS TO FOLLOW 
THEM. ” 
Before this time he is on Canadian soil. 
Sitting-Bull will not surrender until he is 
forced to. There is a white man 
by the name of Thompson, who 
has been living with Sliting-Bull, 
who has considerable influence with the 
camp. It is supposed that he is the cause of 
the camp moving north. The camp that is 
moving to surrender numbers fifty-one 
lodges The head man of this camp is Good 
Bear, but 
THE MOVEMENT OF THE CAMP 
is conducted entirely by the soldier’s lodge. 
They say they will move in as fast as 
possible to Fort Buford, where they will 
surrender to Maj. Brotherton. The 
snow is very deep, and their horses 
are very poor, dying every day. 
They requested Mr. Allison to have 
some provisions sent them, which he prom- 
ised to do. He promised to meet them at 
Wolf Point on the 19th of this month with 
provisions, and remain with the camp until 
they arrive at Fort Buford. Although Mr. 
Allison has not succeeded in getting Si tting- 
Bull to surrender, he deserves — 
A GREAT DEAL OF CREDIT 

for what he has done. The Indians speak of 
him with a great deal of praise, and say that 
they know he is telling them the truth. 
There is a large number of them out 
hunting. They are not expected 
to return till to-night, 80 it 
will delay a move till the morning of the 
isth. Long Dog, a noted Uncapapa, who 
was at the head of a party who. killed three 
white men near the mouth of the 
Musselshell in 1873, and burned their 
bodies, is with the camp. He 
made a short speech to Mr. Allison in which 
he said: “lam notathlef nora soldier, but 
Tam a good man, and I am going with my 
people to surrender.” Good Bear said he 
was glad to see white men come to 
his camp; that he was a good man, and was 
going to bring his camp in to surrender, The 
camp is ina destitute condition. They have 
no provisions except meat, and 
a very few clothes. Their lodges 
are very small and i nearly worn 
out, and they are in a very bad condition 
generaliy. The best thing they can do is to 
surrender, for by doing so they will get 
clothes and provisions from the Government, 
which isalargé item for them. They are 
in no condition to fight at present, for their 
ponies are very poor, and it is almost im- 
possible for them to travel. They are nearly 
all related to the Uncapapas that sur- 
rendered to Col. Liges at Poplar River, 
and they want to g0 to Buford 
on that account. 1 met Col. Iiges about ten 
miles above Poplar River on his way to visit 
the camp to find out what \he could do 
towards furnishing with pro- 
visions. At Wolf Po there are 
about 175 lodges of Assiniboines 
who have been on the reservation for several 
years and seem to be in good circumstances 
and contented. They have been friendly to 
the whites, so far as Known, ever since 
they have been on their Agency. In 
addition to this, there will be about 
sixty lodges of Cheyennes who surrendered 
to Gen. Miles placed on this Agency in the 
spring. At Poplar River there are about 550 
lodges of Yanktonnais. They have a large 
number of robes.

VACCINATION,

Toronto, Jan. 19.—The subject of com- 
pulsory vaccination is attracting attention at 
Parkdale, a suburb of Toronto,—some pa- 
rents objecting to have their children vacct- 
nated, as required by tne Compulsory Vacci- 
nation act. In Canada the vaccination of all 
children 8 months old and under is com- 
pulsory, although the law is pretty much of 
a dead letter, notwithstanding that there is a 
penalty provided for non-compliance with its 
requirements.

When the lucky man 
was brought in tu make a few remarks, some 
one who probably had opposed him, and 
who knew the influence that had 
worked for him, proposed three cheers 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad, which put a 
damper on the proceedings. The Times’ 
correspondent says that the feeling here to- 
night is that in nominating Gen. Sewell for 
Senator the Republican party has taken 
upon itself a load which it will 
find heavy to carry next fall, 
at least at the election next fall. In East 
Jersey, especially, it will be difficult to rec- 
oncile the Republicans to the selection of the 
avowed agent and instrument of the Penn- 
sylvania Koad as United States Senator.

THE NEWS IN CHICAGO, 

In response to a telegram from .Mayor 
Barker, of Michigan City, Fire-Marshal 
Musham and Capt. Pete Snower, of No. 14, 
took a company with their apparatus 
and a thousand feet of hose, and left 
Chicago on a special train early in 
the morning. Conductor Gray helped 
the boys to breakfast on the road, and when 
they had arrived in Michigan City Mayor 
Barker, Ald.

‘The city has 8,000 people and ten 
churehes, but has ‘not a solitary hook- 
and-ladder truck. They keenly recog- 
nized their insecurity yesterday. The 
huge sand hills overlooking the 
city were dotted with groups of 
affrighted women and demoralized men, and 
manna falling from heaven to perishing peo- 
ple before the fire was hardly more welcome 
than the appearance of a steam gine 
in Michigan City yesterday.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 19.—A second de- 
structive fire visited Lynn early this morn-

“T’Etrangére”’ of Alexandre Dumas was pro- 
duced en Tuesday evening at MocVicker's 
Theatre, and the production was looked upon 
as an event of no small importance, because, in 
the first place, it is of the repertoire of the 
Comédie Francaise, and in the next it has never 
before beeu seen on the stage of this country, 
either in English or in French. Since it has 


- been seen we can very readily understand why it 


has never been seized by the transiater or 
adapter. Had the play been offered in the 
English instead of the French language we 
believe the house would have been emptied, in- 
stead of half emptied, asit was, before the end 
ef the fourth act. 

In this play Dumas appears to have started 
with the theory, upon which anumber of the 
French dramatists wield their pen, that the 
stage was never intended as the resort of virtue, 
that the function of the playwright is that ofa 
social’ reformer, and that to carry out 
this mission he must steep his pen 
in the evil ef the world, and 
according to the skill with which he lays bare 
the rottenness of the human heart so his influ- 
ence will befelt in the world. He believes m 
“the showing of vice her own image,” and in 
“L’Etrangére” he bas done so with all the 
license of an extreme French dramatic reformer. 
He has written a drama in which he desoribes a 
household as a prison, marriage as a warfare, 
woman asarebel,and adultery as the result 
looked for. With few exceptions, every charac- 
ter he introduces has the best style possible. 
The men know how to hand iadies about and 
to amuse them; they are expert in the fence of 
retort and reply; they in the most delicate way 
make the most ticklish social notions under- 


stood; they are ready and apt at discussion;. 


they “speak excellently well and salute much 
better,”’ but, to sum up, for the mest part “they 
are blackguards, epicurians in system, pro- 
fessed seducers.”’ Dumas in ail probability 
meant to typify virtue tn the Duchess and 
her lover Gerard; but virtue would scarcely 
recognize iteelf in these two models of 
seif-devotion and self-sacrifice. Between this 
wife and this lover there is the warmest and 
most open love expressed. There is everything 
that passion and feeling can express without 
the transaction of actuaiacts. The busband of 
the Duchess asks her,“ Are you the mistress of 
M. Gerard?” “No, eéir.”” “But you love him?’ 
“Yes, with all my soul.” *“And do you pretend 
to make me believe——?’ The lovers are to- 
gether, and Gerard expresses anxicty that their 
love should be discovered. “There will be 
some,” replies Catherine, the Duchess, “ who will 
know that we love.”” “If it should be your bus- 
band?’ “He will know it. If he must know it, 
better that he should know itatonce.” “ And if 
he should separate us?” “Idefy him,” answers 
the wife; “when a woman truly loves is there 
auything in this world that can separate ber 
from the man ehe loves?

WALKING TO THE CRIB. 
THE LAKE MICHIGAN ICE-FIELD. 

Itis atact worthy of note that now, for the 
first time within a space of about ten years, the 
lake shore about Chicago has clinging to it a field 
of jagwed ice extendiag out for a mile or more 
beyond the Crib, or a total distance of probably 
four miles; 80 that it is possible for one to walk 
all the way from the shore to the Urib. In fact, 
two or three round trips of this kind were made 
day before yesterday, the shore station peing at 
the North Pier. Of course this state of affairs is 
due to the recent extreme cold weather experi- 
enced in this locality, but it is by no means

However, there sounded about him 
the dull and ominous cracking of the ice,—quiet 
for one moment, then commencing again very 
abruptly,—and the shore, too, began to get in- 
distinct, making the newspaper man feel alone 
and queer. So he turned hack,—not because he 
was afraid for himself at all, but out of pure 
consideration for his employers. He felt that 
they might lose a valuable man,—a very unsel- 
fish view of the situation. Then he went down 
to the North Pier and asked if any one was walk- 
ing between there and the Crib. He was an- 
swered in the negative,and informed that the tug,

It is just possibile that some one may have 
ventu out to the Urib before the day was 
over,‘ or that the tug cut its way in.

It is sate to say, 
though, that in cuse of a severe accident or 
dangerous iliness at the crib—and there is quite 
a large gang of men out there now keeping the 
ice from the weils—it would bea matter of 
great difficuity to secure aid from land.

Accidents on the Lake’ 


A Brace of 
Shore Line. 


An Amicable Adjustment of the 
Southwestern Troubles. 


The Burlington Directors Resolve Not 
to Water Their Stock. 


RESTORING AMICABLE RELATIONS. 

The Western passenger war was virtually 
brought to a close yesterday. All the roads 
centreing in this city réstored their rates to the 
figures announced in yesterday's TRIBUuNE,— 
namely: $4.70 to St. Louis and $7.50 to Kansas 
City,—and the St. Louis lines also restored their 
rates from St. Louis to Kansas City to $4.70. 
There was some trouble about the restoration of 
rates from Kansas City and St. Louis to Chicago, 
which arose from a misconstruction of direc- 
tions by the agents at those poiuts. The Agents 
of the Alton at St. Louis and Kansas City seemed 
to labor under the impression that they 
were to charge but $4 from &t. Louis 
to Chicago and $7 from Kansas City 
to Chicago, and the other roads refused to ad- 
vance until the Alton woutd charge the rates 
agreed upon, $4.70 and $7.50 respectively. This 
matter, however, was fixed up all right, and 
after that everything was tovely. The Alton 


agreed to charge the same rates to all points,’ 


including points on the Lake Erie & Western, as 
are charged by other roads. One matter, how- 
ever, has not yet been settled between the Aiton 
aud the Wabash. No action has yet beeu taken 
regarding the restoration of rates from Chicago 
to Springfield, Jacksonville, and Peoria. The 
Alton still charges $1.50 to Springfield, ba to 
Jacksonville, and $2 to Peoria. The Wabash 
charges the same rates to Jacksonville and 
Pedria, and $1.75 to Springfield. It is likely. 
however, that this matter will be attended to in 
a day or two and rates restored. 

Dispatches received here last evening by the 
General Passenger Agents of the Eastern roads 
brougbt the information that the lines leading 
east from St. Louis had restored the rates from 
St. Louis to New York to regular Egures, $24.75. 
During the last few months the rate trom 6t. 
Louis to New York was $21. Information was 
also received that the rates from Kansas City 
to New York had been advanced from $21 to 
$27.80. The lar rate from Kansas City to 
New York is 25, but these figures cannot be 
charged as long as the rate from Kansas City to 
Chicago remains at $7.50, as this add 
to the regular rate of $20 from 
Chicago to New York makes just $27.30, and 
consequestly this figure had tobe adopted to 
make the rates equal via all points. No steps 
have yet been taken for calling a meeting to 
consider what disposition is to be made of the 
large number of unlimited tickets in the bands 
of speculators and scalpers. It is probable that 
no meeting will be called until] the new arrange- 
ment just perfected has had a fair trial.

THE WAR AT AN END. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St Louis, Mo., Jan. 19.—That the railroad war 
is at an end is made manifest to-day by the 
absence of the chromos which during the siege 
adorned the windows of the different railway 
ticket offices. No one seems to know when a 
final restoration of rates will be made, or whatis 
to become of the unlimited Wabash tickets in 
the hands of brokers and private citizens. 58. 
H. Knight, Local of 
the Chicago & Alton, 

His instructions are limited, 

thinks the war is over, and does not 
believe the Alton would take the Wabash tickets, 
if that Company would redeem them even at 
par. Ed Ford, of the Vandalia, says the treaty 
was made in good faith, but thinks it will be 
some time before a further advance can be 
made, owing to the large number of unlimited 
Wabash tickets that are in the field. By the 
cut to Chicago, the regular rates to New York, 
Boston, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Buffalo, Pitts- 
burg, and Cleveland were reduced from $24.25 
to $21. All the east and west lines participated 
in the fight, put only to protect themeecives. 
The General Passenger and Ticket Agents 
spent to-day arranging matters by the use of 
the wires,and the prospects are so favorable 
that sowe of the agents have been instructed to 
resume the regularrate of $24.23 in the morn- 
ing. The advauce will be general, One feature 
of the arrangement between the roads suits 
scalpers, as it enables them to sell an occasional 
ticwet at a Sy ae The price of a Chicago 
ticket is 5, but the rule a pea 
the purchasers to t $8.70 ob- 
tain arebate at the other end places it be- 
yond the power of many to take advantage 
of the rate. Those who have within a few dol- 
lars of the amount required are compelled to 
pay the scalper $1 more in order to procurea 
straight ticket. The nerri offices of the Bee 
Line will be transfer irom this city to Cleve- 
land at an early date. It is thought that the ex- 
act time will be announced by General Passen- 
ger Agent Smith upon bis arrival here to-mor 
row. The only general officers remaining here 
after the change of the St. Louis 
annapolis a few years ago are the 
senger and Ticket Agents, General Freight 
Agent, and General Baggage Agent. The others 
are at Indianapolis. The reason assigned «for 
the transfer is, that nearly all the officers of the 
consolidated lines are old residents of Cleveland. 


NO WATER, 

From private information recefved here yes- 
terday it is learned that the Directors of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Kallroad have 
finally decided to put no water in their stock, a 
most sensible and creditable conclusion. The 
Directors of ‘this roud have been in ses- 
sion == at Boston for nearly a week 
considering the advisability of order- 
ing a scrip dividend to the amount 
of the value of the roads recently consolidated 
with the main line. Some of the Eastern Direc- 
tors were strongly in favor of declaring a scrip 
dividend of 66% per cent, but the Western 
Directors were 80 strongly opposed to the scheme 
that it was finally decided to take no action in 
the matter, and the meeting adjourned sine die. 
Had the stock of the Burlington been watered 
as proposed, it would no doubt have resulted in 


great injury tothe road. The earnings of the 
road during the last year or two were liarge 
enough to pay 7or8 per cent interest on the 
stock with the water attached, but the prospects 
are that during this year the earnings will 


‘ greatly fall off, and the road would not have 


been abie to pay any such dividend. The earn- 
ings of all the estern roads have greatly 
fallen off during the last few months, with no 
prospects fora change for the better. Under 
such circumstances the road will hardly be able 
to pay morethan 8 per cent on the present 
amount of stock, and, bad the stock been wa- 
tered as proposed, the dividend might have been 
reduced to about baif that amount, which 
would have more than balanced the temporary 
infrom a scrip dividend. The action of the 
riington Directors places the road in a most 
excellent financial condition which will enable 
ah. weather any storms may arise here- 
ter.

It shall be the duty of any palace, 
diving, or sleeping Car company, individual, or 
association of any kind running palace, sleep- 
ing, or dining-room cars on or over any railroad 
or railway in this State to have and expose for 
sale tickets at ali ticket-oflices upon the line of 
the road on or over which such cars are run, and 
every ticket agent, company, or person asking 
or receiving a greater rate than is provided in 
the first section of this act shall forfeit and pay 
for each offense not more than $500 nor less than 
£200, and the property of the said company and 
the property of the party selling such ticket 
shall be liabie upon execution for the payment 
of said forfeiture. 

Sec. 3. Every person in the employ of any pal- 
ace, dining-room, or sleeping car company who 
shall refuse any person admission into any car 
belonging to orrun by said company after the 
purchase of a ticket or offer to pay the amount 
provided for in -the first section of this act, shail 
forfeit and pay the same as is provided for in 
Sec. 2 of this act. 

Spec. 4: Every company,and every person in 
the employ of such company, who shail violate, 
or cause or permit to be violated, any of the 
provisions of this act, shalifor cach and every 
offense forfeit and pay the same as is provided 
in See. 2 of this act. 

Sec. 5. All actions brought against any com- 
pany, person, or persons for the violations of 
tnis act may be brought in any court in this 
State baving jurisdiction thereof, in the county 
in which such violanons occur, or through whic 
said companies’ cars may pass, said forfeiture to 
be revovered in the name of the people of the 
State of Tilinois, one-balf to be paid to the coun- 
ty school-fund of the county in which such re- 
covery is bad, and one-half to be paid to the in- 
dividual complaining. 

Src. 6. The word company, as used in this act, 
shall be construed to mean all companies, wheth- 
er in corporation or not, and every individual or 
association of individuals engaged in: unning 
sleeping-cars, palace-cars, Or dining-cars over 
the railroads or railways of this State.

ROSE AND DOUGLASS. 


The Warring Factions of the Ann Ar- 
bor University Again Deeply Moved— 
Reversal by the Supreme Court of 
Previous Findings — Douglass Tri- 
umphs After a Fashfon-A Badly 
Mixed Affair.

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 19.—An opinion in 
the celebrated University case was delivered 
to-day by Justice Marston, covering about 
forty pages.

President Garfield Proposes to 
Answer It in His Own 
Way. 


Positive Assurance that Foster Is 
to Be Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, 


And that Allison, of Iowa, Is to Receive 
the Treasury Portfolio.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 19.—I have held sey- 
eral interesting interviews to-day with lead- 
ing politicians as they come and go, but un- 
fortunately none of them would allow the 
use of their names in giving the public the 
benefit of their sage remarks, It was only 
after a solemn promise on my part not to 
publish their names that their lips were un- 
sealed and they were ready to talk. Before 
giving any of these conversations I desire to 
say that it is the almost unanimous demand 
of the leading Republicans of Ohio that Gov. 
Foster shall remain in the State and head the 
ticket next fall. In the present feeling of 
the leaders it would be disastrous for the 
Governor to leave the State. The claim of 
his friends, which is so often urged, that he 
would stili be an Ohloan, if he were in the 
Cabinet, will scarcely answer. The desire is 
that he head the ticket during the off year, 
and when Senator Pendleton’s time in the 
Senate expires it is thought that he will be 
still young enough for Senator. 

I had a long talk with an ex-Congressman, 
who has known Gen. Garfield for years, and 
who volunteered many interesting things 
which bear in a general way upon the sub- 
ject in hand. He said: 

“ 1 believe there is nothing that Gen. Gar- 
field will study so carefully as 

THE GEOGRAPHY OF HIS CABINET. 
I had looked for him to select a.Secretary of 
State from the West, as the East has had it 
for so many years past, but as that has not 
been done, and it is pretty well settled that 
Senator Blaine is to go into the State De- 
partment, it is my firm opinion that the 
Treasury portfolio will be handed to a West- 
ern man. The present indications all point 
toward Wilson, of lowa, for this place. I do 
not think Ohio will be represented in the 
Cabinet. It is Gen. Garfield’s idea that tre 
himself is representative enough for Ohio. 
There are nearly forty States In the 
Union, 
positions, or one for alittle more than each 
five States. It takes pretty careful figuring 
to make a just estimate ef the proper thing 
todo, New York, on aceount of the promi- 
nent place she has always held in National 
politics, has commanded an important Cabi- 
net position. For twenty years she has had 
the Secretary of State. Pennsylvania is 
next to New York in size, but on account of 
the boss rule that has prevaticd there for 
years there are very few great men on the 
Republican side who have attained Natjonal 
reputations. Pennsylvania may obtain some 
minor appointment. The greatest difficulty 
Gen. Garfield has to meet is to properly 
satisfy the men who run the two great States 
of New York and Pennsylvania. Gen. Gar- 
field is peculiarly a man of the people, and in 
the States where the people rule he will have 
very little difficulty. But 
THE GREAT BOSSES 

always have some point to make, and that 
point is likely to run counter to the interests 
of the President-elect. Atthe same time it 
is all-important that he should do things in a 
way that shall not offend the great leaders of 
these States, or he may be seriously ham- 
pered during his administration. I know as 
a matter of fact that Gen. Garfield feels very 
kindly towards the State of Wisconsin. 
That is the State which made the first break 
for him with sixteen of her twenty votes on 
the thirty-sixth ballot. It is quite probable 
that no satisfactory name will be presented 
from that State, however.”’ 

“Are any names except that of Senator 
Bruce presented from the South ?” 

“Oh, yes; there are two, either of whom 
would make an excellent Cabinet officer. I 
refer to Judge Settle and to Judge Baxter. 
Judge Settle is naturally ambitious in a po- 
litical way. He stands very high in the 
South, and his appointment would give great 
satisfaction. He was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina on the Republican 
ticket and was defeated, and has held va- 
rious political offices. 

JUDGE JOHN BAXTER 
is by all means one of the ablest men the 
South has produced for many years. He 
was born in North Carolina, and emigrated 
across the mountains to Knoxville, Tenn. 
Here he practiced law for many years ina 
quiet way, and became very learned in the 
law. When Hayes appointed him to the 
Judgeship of the Fifth Circuit he was very 
tittle known; but he has made a most en- 
viable record. It is the unanimous opinion 
of the | attorneys of his circuit that he 
is one of the fairest and most candid of men. 
At the same time his executive ability is very 
marked. He took hold of his office with the 
work very far behind, and has caught up 
with the docket almost everywhere. Besides 
this, he has made a great deal of law. In 
Cincinnati, in a famous case, the question of 
the legality of the appointment, of Super- 
visors of Election came up. It hall been 
claimed by the Democrats for a long time 
that this was unconstitutional. The matter 
was sprung on Judge Baxter’s attention, and 
Judge Hoadley, a prominent Demo- 
cratic politician, argued the case at 
length. Judge Baxter listened with 
minute attention to ail the laby- 
rinthine cireuits of his logic, and 
the Republicans became alarmed, judging 
from his appearance that he was being con- 
vineed. The Republicans finally put forward 
a representative to be ready to answer Hoad- 
ley when he should close. As this man 
arose to reply, Judge Baxter with a gesture 
of the hand indicated that he did not desire 
to listen to an argument on the other side. 
He said that he bad listened to the very able 
argument of Judge Hoadley, and didn’t 
agree with him. He then rendered his de- 
cision, which was carried to the Supreme 
Court and there confirmed, and thus settled 
forever the great question of constitutional 
law. The question of jurisdiction of Treas- 
ury Agents in the discharge of their duties of 
collecting the revenue was also decided and 
confirmed in the same satisfactory way. If 
Judge Baxter should be chosen and would 
accept he would make a very desirable man 
to have in the Cabinet.

ARE THEY FRIENDS? 

** What do you think of the present feel- 
ing among Sherman, Foster, and Garfield; 
are they friends ””’ 

“That is a pretty broad question, and 
rather of a hard one to answer. It can 
only be satisfactorily decided incidentally. 
‘Politics makes strange bedfellows.’ These 
three men have been for some time past the 
most prominent men in the State. Their 
self-interests quite often cross each other, 
and while it is decidedly for their interest 
to divide, they have several times been on 
the verge of a decided fight among them- 
selves. Foster is the youngest man ia 
prominence of the three; but, of late, has 
proved himself by no means an insignificant 
factor. My interpretation of the matter is 
as follows: When Garfield was nominated 
at Chicago it was sort of generally 
conceded that Sherman would remain 
tn the Treasury. But Garfield didn’t want 
him there, and gently made it known, That

FOSTER TO BE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

So much for speculation; now for tact.

Foster 
would either be United States Senator from 
Ohio or go into Garfield’s Cabinet,—probably 
as Postmaster-General. Your correspondent 
is now in possession of a large amount of 
authentic and important information bearing 
upon this subject which settles the matter 
definitly that Foster is to be made Postmaster- 
General.

The rise in stocks has become a!most monoto- 
nous. Cautionary advices are sent out daily by 
the New York brokers, and daily the market ad- 
vances. Yesterday's business was like that of 
the months that have preceded it,—strong, with 
active and eager buying. Points of all sorts 
were in circulation about bhigber prices. There 
was very little actual news, excegt that the Di- 
rectors of the Illinois Centrai met and deciared 
a 3% per cent dividend, instead of the 3 per cent 
expected. 

All the notable changes were advances. IJli- 
nois Central made 1%, to 1344; New York Cen- 
tral 2%, to 153%; Michigan Central 1%, to 125%; 
Lake Shore 1%, to 134%; Northwestern 1%, to 
135%: St. Joseph 3, to 56%; the preferred 254, to 
107%; Pacific Mail 1%, to 57%: Hudson 1, to 
102%; Reading 244, to 644%; Union Pacitic 34, to 

: Weatern Union 2%, to 115%; Atlantic & 
Pacific 2, to 47%: American Union 3%, to 83%; 
Omaha 1%, to 494; the preferred 4%, to 105%; 
Louisville & Nashville 1%, to 92%. 

President Roberts, of the Peansylvania Rail-

As 
compared with the early spring of 1880, when 
some two millions or more of tons were carried 
over from 1879, the market will probably be com- 
paratively bare, and, starting sg, witli rule active 
and firm to the end of the year. 

‘The American Exchange reports that investors 
are “getting out’ instead of “ gomg in,’’ and 
the foreign demand is mainly speculative; it 
does not pay for the securities it buys and take 
them to Europe, but ca@ries them here on mar- 
gin, in hopes of future profits. It may be well 
for the public to remember that Wali street is 
sure to see the end some time of any “bull” 
market in which stocks bave been advanced to 
figures which it is speaking mildiy to say have 
* discounted ’’ the continued prosperi yenrsa. 

There is every indication, the New. Y “p © 
une says, that the late great manipula of the 
market are making preparations for grand 
demonstration for lower prices. But it is equal- 
ly evident that they are not yet quite ready for 
that demonstration. The buying of three or four 
hundred thousand shares of stocks proves to be 
a very different matter from finding a market for 
that quantity of “long” stock, supplemented 
by an equal amount to be sold for the “short” 
account, particularly ata time when European 
specuiators and home investors are seeking for 
profits and dividends in the tame market- 
Henee we see such stocks as Northwest sell 
at 145, and five minutes iater at 1353, and then 
aimost as quickly back to I4\4%. and St. Paul, 
after a steady advance from 121 to LA, fail to I, 
with transactions not exceeding 1,000 shares. 

Erie preferred was the subject of a very badly 
mixed paragraph sent from’ New York by the 
Associated Press a few daysago. The correct 
statement is that the English stockholders bave 
obtained from Judah P. Benjamin an opinion 
that, under the reconstruction agreement, the 
preferred stock must be paid this dividend of 6 
per cent as weil as the bonds their interest, as 
there was an ample surplus over and above ail 
interest charges.

Butter also was higher, choice grades command- 
ing fully le advance, There were no changes in 
the dried-fruits, canned-goods, and fish markets, 
Oils were quoted quiet, with lard and linseed 
very firm. Coal and pig iron were unchanged. 


There is a healthy trade in broom-corn at firmer 


prices, In drugs and chemicals a steady de- 
mand exists, without materiai change in the 
quotations of one weex ago. There is a growing 
scarcity of fresh ergs, which grade is selling 
readily at 0@3%. Green fruits have under gone 
no material change, the market remaining very 
dull at former ‘rates. In hay there is a dull 
local market, while the shipping demand is fairly 
active. Hides are weak, with littie doing, at 
former quotations, Potatoes are in moderate 


demand at Tic for peachblows and 65@70c for 


early rose. Wool is in fair stock,and the market 
is slow In sympathy with trade at the East.

It is stated by parties in the trade that the re- 
cent sharp demand for lardin this market has 
been largely for the purpose of filling short sales 
in Liverpool; and that being about over, the de- 
mand may be expected to fall off. The longs 
there did not want to settle, and so the sales had 
to be filled by delivery of the stuff.

In respect to the amount of logs hung up or 
earried over in the main booms in the Lake 
Michigan district it is impossible to obtain any 
reliable figures. s from six of the prin- 
cipal atreams foot up naga fevt, but this 
amount is, of course, only a fraction of the 
whole. in nearly allthe smaller streams there 
are more or less logs back that do not appear in 
our column of * legs at mill,”” whieh tis intended 
to cover only such as are in the mill boom or 
yard or where they will be available for the first 
work of the miliin the spring, and these in the 
aggregate would, no doubt, considerably in- 
crease the total amount on hand or in the 
streams at the close of the season. Many of the 
milis are said to be fairly well supplied with logs 
for immediate use,and there is no apparent 
reason, therefore, why they will not be able to 
make an early start when the season opens. 

* Concerning what the lumber manufacturers 
on the shores of Lake Michigan are likely to ac- 
complish the coming season, it is not necessary 
to say very much. Whbat they are doing in the 
way of getting out logs, and of getting ready to 
turn them into lumber when they come down in 
the spring, clearly proves their intention to 
eclipse uny previous 1ecord they bave mude, 
and that such intention will be fully carried out 
may be readily inferred from the character of 
the men that direct and control the work. The 
mill-men in this section, with the facilities they 
have for making up any deficiencies in the win- 
ter’s log product by means of summer opera- 
tions, are not limited in their supply by any con- 
ditions of weather and snow, however unfavora- 
bie, and considering how much of their regular 
winter work is aiready done, there is little 
chance that anything can occur to prevent the 
manufacture of all the lumber they desire to 
saw.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The scheme to appro- 
priate something over half a million dollars to 
reimburse Ben Holladay for his alleged losses in 
carrying the overland mail between St. Joseph, 
Mo., and Salt Lake City does not seem to be 
gaining strength in the Senate.

this that Holladay seems to bave taken property 
to the value of upwardsof $500,000, and yet had 
sufficient left to keep up the service and carry 
on his passe business.

The second trial of Lesser Friedberg, the 
Pawnbroker, who has figured so prominently and 
notoriously in the Race murder case, was begun 
in the Criminal Court, Judge Moran presiding, 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock.

THE OVERLOADING OF TEAMS. 

» CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—The HIlinois Humane So- 
ciety desires to call the special attention of pro- 
prietors of coal-yards and those in charge of 
the shipping departments of business-houses 
and freight depots, and all others having haul- 
ing done, to the.abuse of teams by overloading 
in the present condition of the streets, and to 
ask their active coOpertion with the Society to 
prevent this abuse. 

The snow upon the streets, in its present dry, 
mealy condition, adds about as much to the 
draught of a loaded wagon or truck as the saine 
depth of send would. Many teamsters, either 
through stupidity or criminal indifference, load 
just as heavily asif the streets were in good 
condition, thereby cruelly overtaxing and abus- 
~ their teams. 

f all pees in a position to control or regu- 
late the loading of teams would give the matter 
their attention and sce that the loads were pro- 
portioned to the condition of the streets, much 
of tats abuse could be prevented. There is 
nethme ‘gained toa teamster by this overload- 
ing, a8 often enough time is consumed in at- 
tempting to haul too large a load, with abuse of 
and perhaps permanent injury to the team, to 
make two trips if the load had been divided into 
two loads.

CONTAGION. 


WAYNE, WIS.

GALENA, LL, Jan. 19.—The diphtheria is 
raging in the southwestern part of the Town 
of Wayne, Wis., and is proving fatal in many 
families. It started among the school-chil- 
dren about the Ist of December, and school 
was closed soon after. New cases are con- 
stantly being reported. Among the deaths 
so far are the following: Morgan Quinn, 
two little boys, aged 3 yearsand 1 year; A. 
Jacobs, one boy, aged 3 years; Henry Tullar, 
two girls, aged 3 and 4 years; John Berget, 
one girl, aged 8 years, and two little 
boys; Mrs. Johnson, a daughter, 
aged; 18 years, and a boy 8 
years.
